Press dispatches received by the 
Times over the United Press wire 
were sent out from the Lackawan­ 
na’s wireless station here, picked up 
by the operator on the limited while 
the train was tearing along at sixty 
miles an hour, and posted in 
the 
coaches and Pullmans for the bene­ 
fit of the traveling public. 
The United Press dispatches cov­ 
ered a wide range and told the pas­ 
sengers of the latest in the Mexican 
situation, both from the Juarez and 
Washington ends; of the strike at the 
plant of the General Electric at Sche­ 
nectady, the conviction of Jordan at 
Charleston, W. Va., and other pieces 
of news of equal importance, timed 
almost to the minute.

Railway company and the O. I. New­
